Chicago. 111., April 15.—Five million 
dollars is declared to bs not an ex­ 
travagant estimate of the sum that the 
Illinois Central railroad has been swin­ 
dled out of by an alleged conspiracy 
that is being investigated. 
Although the sum that the railroad 
is alleged to have lost was early set 
at $1,000,000, the revelations made by 
the Inquiry of the detectives put on 
the case by President James T. Hara­ 
han are declared to have raised this 
figure until now it is near $5,000,000. 
VV. J. Burns, the 
San 
Francisco 
graft investigator, and seventy-five op­ 
eratives under him are doing the work, 
which covers a period of four years' 
peculations and has reached to nearly 
every city upon the line of the Illinois 
Central railroad. 
It is declared that President Hara­ 
han. whose resignation has been ru­ 
mored for some time, will leave the 
service of the railroad within a short 
time. 
Much of the work, lf not all of 
it, and the responsibility for the sys­ 
tem that lie heads, has been taken 
from Dis shoulders by VV. L. Parks, the 
new vice president. The failure of the 
St. Louis Terminal railroad, at the an­ 
nual meeting in St. Louis, to re-elect 
Mr. Harahan as a member of the di­ 
rectorate, is taken as the first actual 
step to plate Mr. Parks in the posi­ 
tion at the head of the system.

Hs is nearly sev­ 
enty years old.

In those states where bog mixing it 
carried on extensively tie* quest iou of 
the feeding of it iii the most econom­ 
ical fora* is a live one for every feeder 
Realizing this fact and with a view tr 
securing data that woul I ne of practi 
cal value for the fouler, the director* 
of the Iowa experiment station al 
Amen have h**en conducting exbuuHtivt 
feeding experiment* for the past three 
years with a view to finding out in 
what form corn should be fed to give 
tile largest as well as the most eco­ 
nomical gains. 
A bulletin recently 
published by the station gives the re­ 
sults of these feeding investigations. 
A gist of the findings should be ol 
practical aid to every bog raiser who 
uses corn as a purt of the feeding ra­ 
tion. Mix forms of corn were used-dry 
ear corn, soaked shell corn, dry corn­ 
meal, soaked cornmeal, dry corn and 
cob meal aud soaked corn and col 
meal. It was found that shelling c o m ! 
I cent per bushel, she!ling and grind­ 
ing 3 cents nod grinding corn aud cot 
meal 6 cents. 
In the tests made in 1907 IOO pound* 
of dry ear corn made as much pork u* 
112 pounds of shelled corn soaked 
twenty-four h^urs or 122 pounds of 
cornmeal souked twelve hours. 
In the 
1908 tests shelled corn soaked twelve 
hours gave slightly the fastest gains 
It Wig found that, whether dry ot 
soaked, a bushel of corn ground w ith­ 
out the cob made more jsirk than a 
bushel of corn ground with the cob. 
while a bushel of ear coni made as 
much gain as one aud one-third bush 
els ground into com aud cob meal at a 
cost of 0 cents jwr bushel. Other in 
teres ting features of the experiment 
might be given, but tile practical lea 
ann of the tests, according to Hie ex 
perlinenters, is summarized in the 
statement that up to 2<x> pounds in 
weight tile fastest as well as the most 
economical gains may be soour«*d by 
feeding dry ear corn, while for bog* 
above this weight the best results are 
had with shelled corn soaked twelve 
hours. The*© results will be gratifying 
to the average feeder, for tile method 
of feeding which gives best result# ii- 
that iii which there is a minimum out­ 
lay of time and expense in the prepar 
lug and feeling of tile ratjon.

Washington, April 15.— In delivering 
a scathing denunciation of the Ameri­ 
can Sugar Relining company in the 
house of Representatives, R epresents 
tive Rainey, of illinois, did not hesi­ 
tate to make bold suggestions con 
eerning "that most corrupt and rotten 
trust ever created by the protective 
tariff system,” and President Taft, At­ 
torney 
General 
W iekershsm 
and 
Henry W. Taft, a brother of the presi­ 
dent. 
Mr. Rainey referred 
to 
President 
T a ft’s message sent to congress about 
a year ago in which the president ad­ 
vised against an investigation of the 
sugar frauds by congress for th e rea 
son that "it might, by giving immunity 
and otherwise, prove an em barrass­ 
ment in securing 
conviction of the 
guilty p a rtie s ” 
Reviewing the history of the sugar 
trust, and especially recent fraudulent 
acts in u n d erw eig h t* raw sugar for 
the purims** of defrauding the govern­ 
ment 
of 
millions 
of 
revenue, 
Mr. 
Rainey said: 


Jail Doors Were Open. 


"T h e situation in brief is as follows: 
"Prom inent stockholders and direc­ 
tors of the sugar trust are In grave 
danger, or at least they were not long 
ago; the doors of our penitentiaries 
w ere opening for many of them. They 
have, 
however, 
succeeded, 
through 
(heir control of the Republican party, 
in bringing about this most delightful 
arran g e m en t: 
"T he attorney general of the United 
S tates was, until his appointm ent, a 
sugar trust attorney, familiar with the 
m ethods of the sugar trust, exhibiting 
even now a rem arkable sym pathy for 
Its officials In their difficulties. 
“T h e general counsel for the sugar 
trust is a former 
assistant attorney 
general of the United States, loyal to 
the Republican t*arty. familiar with 
the methods and with the secrets of 
the attorney general's office 
“T he brothel of the president of the 
United States is one of the attorneys 
for the sugar trust. 
"J 
E 
Parsons, the father of the 
form er president of 
the 
New York 
county Republican committee, is under 
indictm ent on account of his offense 
against the law in Philadelphia 
"And the president of the UnRed 
States has advised against a congree 
sional investigation of the sugar trust, 
for the reason that it might prove em 
barrassing 
"T he last of the frauds committed 
by the sugar trust occurred on the 
2f'th day of November, 1907.

who are responsible for the perpctra 
tion of these gigantic frauds ought to 
be held up to the contem pt of the 
country. In Pittsburg they have learn­ 
ed how to reach the men higher up. 
They simply propose immunity to the 
men whose conviction Ib not Import­ 
ant, hut who are only tools in the 
bands of the principal 
malefactors, 
and a s a result minor city officials 
were a few days ago coming by scores 
in Pittsburg to the office of the prose 
cutin* attorney Implicating the real 
criminals.

COCAINE HORRORS 


APPALL PRESIDENT 


Will Aid in Every Way Possible 


to Suppress Traffic. 


Washington, April 15.—The different 
forms In which the drug cocaine is 
prepared for sale to its victims were 
exhibited to President Taft by Dr. Jo­ 
seph P. Remington, of Philadelphia, 
chairm an of the com m ittee on revision 
of the United State* Pharm acopaeia 
which will hold its next convention in 
this city on May IO. 
Dr. Remington 
told the president that the illicit sale 
of cocaine had grown to proportions 
in this country that seriously th rea t­ 
ened future citizenship. 
It bad been discovered in Philadel­ 
phia. he said, that the drug was sold 
in large quantities to school children, 
hundreds of them 
having been de­ 
bauched through its agencies. Restric­ 
tive laws in cities and states were in­ 
effective. he said. because the drug 
could be obtained by mail from other 
states. What was needed was national 
legislation under the interstate com­ 
merce clause of the constitution, that 
would forbid the handling or sale of 
the medicine except by licensed drug­ 
gists and physicians. 
The president was appalled by the 
facts told him and promised to give 
his aid In any way possible.

Stat# Matter Talks on Good Roads. 
Law Changa* Demanded. 
The Pennsylvania state grange held 
Its thirty-seventh annual session in the 
state college. 
There were over 2,000 
delegates and visiting members pres­ 
ent. 
The sessions were held in the 
auditorium of the college. The public 
session pro^rafn included an address 
by State Master Creasy, J. L. Holmes, 
representing the college; Secretary J. 
T. Allman, Dr. Edward Sparks of the 
college and J. II. McSparran of the leg­ 
islative committee of the grange. The 
tour through the institution, made the 
next day, was full of interest and ben­ 
efit to the visitors. 
The sixth degree 
was conferred on a class of 400 candi­ 
dates. The executive committee in its 
retort vigorously denounced the high­ 
way department ns being incompetent 
aud demanded a reorganization of it 
The grange also asked for an equitable 
revision of the tax laws of the state 
and au amendment to the banking law 
to permit the encouragement of na 
tlonul banks to loan capital on real 
estate and mortgages. The grange de­ 
nounced the Aldrich tariff bill, the cen­ 
tral banking scheme and ship subsidy. 
The grange demanded proportional rep­ 
resentation lu the national grange. It 
favors a representative vote for ordi 
nary questions, the state vote to la* 
used only when demanded. 
The key­ 
note of the session was that through 
legislation lite farmers of Pennsylva­ 
nia will come into their own. 
State 
Master Creasy in his annual address 
tirgisi Patrons to make an effort to 
have men nominated for governor and 
for other public offices that would 
give then a "square deal.” 
lie urged 
all to attend tile primaries. Comment­ 
ing on good roads and road legislation, 
Mr. Creasy said: 
“I believe that the workings of this 
township road 
law, 
with 
the full 
amount of $20 or $25 per mile appro 
priation, will make more good roads in 
ten years thau the department eau 
build in thirty years. We are anxious 
to have the state build as many roads 
as possible, but we believe some addi­ 
tional knowledge is necessary before 
good roads eau be built with any last­ 
ing qualities. The cost of these state 
roads makes it Impossible for many 
section* to receive any benefit from 
them. Then, again, the annual cost of 
repairing these state roads is any 
whore from $4<JO to $1,500 per mile 
Borne townships cannot afford this be 
cause their roads must Ire kept in t 
passable coml it ion. Dirt roads cost on 
un average at least $40 per mile per 
year. 
It is Impossible to use ail taxes 
collected for building a piece of good 
road and neglect the balance. 
"The grange position on the road 
question is that ainee all use the roads 
all Interewts should contribute toward 
their maintenance and repair. 
A tax 
of I mill on corporate and personal 
property would make a good road fund 
that is fair. and we should stand by 
this grange plan.”

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ONSIDERING the importance of 
the kitchen to the rest of the 
home, it seems strange that it 
should very often Im' the least 
attractive room from every point of 
view Bi the house. 
We find it tucked

no ventilation, its wall and floor cov­ 
ering dark and dingy and its equip­ 
ment so meager it would be impossible 
to And any pleasure in working with 
them. 
The kitchen is the workroom of the 
home. 
Its arrangement, pleasant or 
otherwise, very often gives the key­ 
note of conditions in the home. 
My 
idea of a real kitchen is this: It 
should be as bright and cheery as any 
room In the house. I would much pre­ 
fer a gloomy parlor thau a dark, un­ 
pleasant kitchen. 
If possible I should 
have a north and east exposure. This 
would insure sunlight in the morning 
aud a cool breeze on bot summer after­ 
noons. 
Then I should tie careful to 
have a good view from the kitchen 
window, something beautiful to look 
out utMin, like a stately tree, a bit of 
green lawn or a trim vegetable garden. 
The outlook from kitchens in towns 
aud cities is too often brick wails of 
adjoining buildings, untidy backyards 
or high board fences. 
From kitchens 
in the country w-e often look out U | k>u 
an unsightly woodpile or barnyard 
filled with a clutter of old farm imple­ 
ments. With such dally views it is no 
wonder lf the women, who must spend 
three-fourths of their time in the 
kitchen, have very little love for house 
work. 
There should be st least two win­ 
dows and, if invisible, an outside door 
opposite one window in order to have 
good ventilation at all times. 
J he 
kitchen should not be unnecessarily 
large, but its size will depend on the 
number of persons in the family and 
the amount of work that is to l»e done

Careful Heating of Churning Room and 


Cleanliness Necessary. 
There eau be rn* definite rule laid 
down as to the tein|*erature at which 
the cream should be (‘burned, hs dif­ 
ferent creams require different tem­ 
perature* 
The fat is In the form of 
microscopic globules, aud they most 
have a certain degree of softness lf 
they are to unite. 
When the cream 
enter* the churn that Is pro|M*rly rip­ 
ened and contains 26 to 30 per cent 
fat the temperature should be such 
that the creum will churn in thirty to 
forty five minute* 
This will give an 
exhaustive churning and leave the 
butter In a condition In which it ran 
be ewslly handled without injuring the 
tenure. 
Before putting the cream in the 
churn the churn should t*e thoroughly 
scalded and as thoroughly chilled with 
cold water The advantage of this Is 
that It will freshen the chum and fill 
the pores in the wots! so that the 
cream and butter will not stick to It.
